“The aim of the store,” he 
said, “has been to move into 
the mainstream of commerce;

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The bookstores and newstands are being flooded with 
books about our black athletes. Some of these books are 
auto-biographies of our outstanding athletes. We have 
noticed that there is gradually beginning to be a variety in. 
‘the stories as told by these athletes. Johnny Sample’s book, 
“Confession of a Dirty Ball Player.” and Curt Flood’s, “The 
Way It Is." are two examples. 

Practically all of these books never fail to tell of the suf- 
fering. misery, ‘frustration and spiritual degradation black 
athletes encounter in their struggle to reach the top in their 
respective fields. Bill Russell tells his story in “Go Up For 
Glory” and Jesse Owens.does likewise in “Blackthink.” 

“I'm no great man.” Jesse said in his book. “What I've 
done is no more than countless other Negroes (and. Jews 
and Poles and Greeks and just Americans in general) have 
done.” 

He continued by saying, ““And-living 57 years in this world 
isxio0 guarantee of wisdom. any more than a good pair.of legs 
and an exceptional respiratory system are an automatic 
ticket to Olympic gold medals.” 

In this book Jesse attempts to answer some of the young 
black militants who have attacked him. Harry Edwards. says 
“Jesse Owens is a bootlicking Uncle Tom.” 

Three of the four books we have mentioned in this column 
ate available in paperback edition at most newsstands. In 
other words they can be bought for less than a dollar each. If 
you have a young athlete around the house, you should 
secure these books for him. 

The story of Owens' performance in the 1936 Olympics is 
known around the world. He won the 100 meter run in 10.3, 
200 meter in 20.7, the long jump in 26.5 5/16 and ran with the 
U.S. championship relay team. He is the only U.S. track star 
to have won four gold médals at the Olympics. 

No other Buckeye athlete is as well known around the 
Globe as Owens. After all of these years Ohio State Univer- 
sity officials have finally decided to present Jesse with an 
honorary degree. He was scheduled to receive an honorary 
Doctor of Athletic Arts degree during. summer com- 
mencement ceremonies at Ohio State University, Friday, 
Sept. 1, at 9 a.m. in St. John Arena. However, due to his prior 

. commitment with the Olympics in Munich, Germany, Jesse 
may_not_be able_to_attend_thisaffair.— 

Jack Gibbs, president of Educational Resources, Inés. 
and his associates have the gigantic task of erecting a sports 

- @rena on the outskirts of the city. Jesse has given his con- 
sent for the group to Use his name in calling this Pies the 
’ Jesse Owens Memorial Sports ‘Arena. 

This $12 million arena would seat 20,000 fans. Gibbs 
stated that the organization is interested in a 300 acre tract 
of land just south of Columbus between London-Groveport 
Rd. 665, Young Rd. and Interstate 71. There is enough latid 
on this site for a combined football and baseball field. 

There has been talk around our community for years 
about a sports arena which could.accommodate a variety of 
indoor sports activities. This organization is also proposing 
that a Track and Field Hall of Fame be established 
on this spot.

Academy Freshman Class Doubled 


U.S. AIR FORCE 
ACADEMY, Colo.--The num- 
ber of students from minority 

~ groups entering the Air Force 
Academy, or preparing. for 
entry, this year has more than 
doubled that of previous high 
years. 

An enthusiastic recruiting 
campaign headed by Captain 
Bob Ramsay is largely 
responsible for gains made in 
attracting minorities. Ramsay, 
a black-1966 graduate of 
West Point, is the Academy's 
assistant -director of Can- 
didate Advisory Service. —_ 

There were 46 appoint. 
ments offered. 9° 
approximately 1,520-member 
Class of 1976 which reported 
to the school. The previous 
high was-28-in-the Class of 
1974 which entered in 1970. 

Three students who en- 
tered the Academy in 1959 
were the first black cadets. 
Since then 51 blacks have 
been graduated, 13 of them in 
the Class of 1972 which 
graduated June 7. 7 

About 43 members of other 
minority groups--Chicanos, 
Indians, Asians-- also repor- 
ted with the group today. The 
numver was an increase over 
past classes. 

Ramsay also expects 85-90 
minority students to be in the 
230. man 1973 Air Force 
Academy Preparatory School 
class. The highest number in 
the past was 21. 


Gov. Files 
Suit Against 
Ga. Election 


The Department of Justice 
filed a civil suit today seeking 
to invalidate the 1971 election 
of six city councilmen in 
Jonesboro, Georgia, and to 
require a new election. 

Attorney General Richard 
G. Kleindienst said the suit 
charging violation of the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965 
was filed in US. District 
Court in Atlanta, Georgia. 

The suit said the December 
4,_ 1971, municipal election 
was conducted under 
procedures that had not been 
approved by the Attorney 
General or the U.S. District 


Court for the District of 
Columbia, as the 1965 law 
requires. 


Candidates ran at large for 
numbered seats and were 
elected by majority vote, a 
change from the previous 
practice of having all candi- 
dates run at large and those 
receiving the greatest num- 
ber of votes being elected. 

This change was submitted 
to..the Attorney General on 
October 14, 1971, for his 
review under the 1965 law. 
Additional information was 
requested and it was received 
on December 7, starting the 
60-day review period. The At- 
torney General objected on 
February 4, 1972. 

As a result, the suit said, 
the election is invalid. 

The suit asked for the crea- 
tion of a three-judge court to 
hear the case, that the elec- 
tion be declared invalid and 
that a new’ election be held 
by December, 1972, under the 
former procedures’ of 
procedures approved by the 
1965 law.

terested young men.

Congressman (Dan) Kuyken- 
dall arranged for me to speak 
with more than 300 black 
high school sophomores and

Many Black Children Are 
Unprotected Against Polio 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The 
number of black children who 
are not protected against 
polio would not be so alarm- 
ingly high if their parents 
could remember. the- days 
when this crippling disease 
was @ constant menace, says 
-Dr;-Roland B.-Scott, professor 
and chairman of the depart- 
ment of pediatrics at Howard 
University Medical School. 

Dr. Scott was responding 
to government statistics 
which show that half the chil- 
dren in many inner-city areas 
are not fully immunized 
against polio. In all, says the 
Center for Disease Control, a 
third of all children in the 
one-to-four-year age~ group 
have not received ‘the full 


series of polio vaccine doses. ' 


Dr. Scott. and pediatrician 
members of the National 
Medical Association are 
urging parents to make sure 
that their children are fully 
protected against polio. The 
Association, with head- 
quarters in Washington, D.C.., 
is the nation's largest organi- 
zation of black physicians. 

“Those of us who were 
-practicing: in the days before 
the vaccine remember what a 
terrible scourge -potio. was,”

“Then came thé Salk and ~ 


Sabin vaccine, which have 
almost eliminated polio. But 
I'm afraid the public is being 
lulled into a false sense of 
security.” 

“Now. that the disease 
seems to have disappeared, 
we tend to take things for 
granted, and occasionally we 


get lax." 
“Dr._ Scott considers it 
“amazing™ that any child 


should be unprotected, con- 
sidering that the vaccine is 
readily available and can be 
given quickly and painlessly.

extremely easy to give,” he 
pointed out. “It is taken by 
mouth,. without the need for 
an injection, and it is both 
safe and effective.” 

The Sabin vaccine in use 
today can be given either 
from a paper cup or from a 
Dispette, an oral pipette that 
allows the doctor to flick the 
few drops of vaccine into the 
child's mouth. Either way 
takes only seconds. 

“Every major city has 
health stations, well-baby

Clinics, and family clinics 
where the vaccine is avail- 
able free,’ Dr. Scott said. 
“Transportation is not a face 
tor in cities, as it is in many 
rural communities.” 

Where many parents go 
wrong, Dr. Scott warned, is in 
assuming that the dose of 
polio vaccine given in the 
first year of life is enough. To 
help insure life-long protec- 
tion, the American Academy 
of Pediatrics recommends 
five doses of the vaccine, in- 
cluding a final dose several 
years after the first four doses 
are given. 

“In order to maintain im- 
munity, it is necessary not 
only to get the primary im- 
munization but also to get 
that final dose,” Dr. Scott 
stresses. 

Dr. Scott blames parent's 
neglect of polio immunization 
on a “communications gap" 
in some inner-city areas, 
where not enough people are 
told of the vital necessity of 
protection against polio and 
other infectious’ diseases.

“Our real fear is that the 
neglect of this essential pro- 
tection could lead to an out- 
break of polio,” Dr. Scott 
said. "If that should happen, 
the children who are not im- 
munized could become 
Statistics: We want to guard 
against any child becoming a 
statistic, with all our power."

At every stage of this nation's 


development, the Negro has been 
denied equity, equality or a fair 
chance to grow, develop and par- 
ticipate. 


This long ago prompted some 
wise sage to enunciate the cliche 
that: “The Negro is the. last hired 
and the first fired." 

If we operate in a segregated set 
up, we get less money, poor 
facilities and inadequate service. If 
conditions reverts to integré@a- 
tion, we get left out or, are denied 
our fair percentage of participation. 


Some recent statistics. on’ the - 


public schools in: 17 southern 
states, reveals how hard integration 
has hit Negro teachers. 


In comparing two columns, (1) 
Expected number of Black teachers 
under single decree based on pupil 


teacher ratio,_and(2)-Actual num.._- 


ber of Black teachers in 1970, not a 


one of these 17. states have bal- 
anced out this ratio. Percent of dif- 
ference runs from the lowest in: 
Alabama (12), to Kentucky (47) with 
the highest. 

A significant statistic is, that as of 
1970, 31,584 Black teachers have 
been displaced by discriminatory 


_ hiring and dismissal. 


The National Educational As- 
sociation, has agreed to bring law 
suits in all the states where racial 
discrimination is working toward 
the elemination of Black teachers 
and school officials.

Andrews, who came into state

Last week, several cases of. alleged 
police brutality were dired before City 
Council members, and the City Man- 
ager with the groups presenting the 
Protest issuing several demands.

City Hall and maybe someday 
something will develop. At least, as

Without even being there, one can 

automatically figure that the alleged 
police brutality involved a white cop al- 
legedly beating, shooting or killing a 
black youth. ; 
« There aré usually several witnesses 
who say they saw what happened and 
they usually sustain that there ' was 
brutal force used. 

The policeman usually says he only 
used what force was necessary to place 
the person under arrest, and if the vic- 
tim ran, he only shot him after ordering 
him to stop~and’ firing two warn 
shots in the air or if the victim hit, cut, 


or shot him, the policeman fired in self 


defense. ? 

This time the plot changed slightly. 
The ease involving Weymond Bryant, 
the black youth, and officer Timothy 
Spurlock did advance to a hearing in 
court and surprisingly the:-court found 
the cop guilty. : 

As could be expected the police 
chief, and the Fraternal Order of Police 
spoke out in support of the policeman. 


A black citizens group demanded that 
the. policeman be fired after having 
been found guilty by the court. 

«Judge Clarence Denning who found 


the cop guilty says he didn't like the ™” 


idea of the citizens group calling for a 
dismissal of the policeman after he had 
found him guilty, requested that the 
policeman’s attorney ask for another 
trial. 

| wonder if he was really that angry at 
the action of the black citizens group or 
was he pressured by the FOP. 

The results of this so far is that the 
cases were ‘heard before City elected 
officials and that just might be the end 
of it. © ° 

One good suggestion came from the 
meeting is that black cops patrol black 
communities. This has been. suggested 
many, many times before, but it doesn't 
seem to get any place. 

It just might be that a black cop living 
in a community might provide some- 
thing for the black youth to identify 
with. 

| know, and | am sure the black cop 
knows that even after he is placed on 
his own community working with sup- 
posedly his own people, it won't solve 
all of the problems. 

They have the same problems in all 
black Lincoin Heights and in many

tify and find Lloyd O. Brown's name on 
the ballot. Since no party designation 
appears. opposite any judicial can- 
didates’ name on the ballot, they can- 
not be selected on the basis of party. 
The exact name and alley must be 
remembered when the voter goes into 
the voting booth. ; 

A poll of members of the Ohio 
State Bar Association, all of whom are 
practicing lawyers, showed Paul, W. 
Brown with 3,656 votes, and™‘Lloyd O. 
Brown 1,347. 

It .is but natural that lawyers 
would be able to more accurately iden- 
tify judicial candidates than the 
thousands of laymen who will be 
casting most of the votes. Knowing 
which Brown is which, is going to be a’ 
most. difficult thing for our voters. 

This name confusion is bound to 
make the election of Justice Lloyd O. 
Brown, a little more difficult. Not having 
appeared on.a statewide ballot before, 


. he is-therefore, not as well known to 


Ohio voters. This is especially true of 
Negro. voters, who, because of race 
loyalty, would naturally vote for him. 

White liberals who would be in- 
duced to support a well qualified 
Negro, will also have the problem of 
remembering the difference between 
the three Browns running on,the Ohio 
Supreme Court ballot,

As a 
Justice on the Ohio Supreme Court, 
Lloyd O. Brown doesn't get much 
publicity.

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Busing Issue A Treat 


To what extent will busing become a 
-Major_issue-in-the-+972-etection cam- 
paign? Some people suggest that since 
court-ordered busing for purposes of 
desegregation affect a very small num- 
ber of people and communities, it may 
play a far smaller role in the campaign 
than the headlines indicate. 

Others say thatthe issue touches an 
exposed nerve of the electorate and is 
bound to a key issue once the cam- 
paign heats up. While only relatively 
few cities are immediately, affected, 
they argue. the issue hits on basic 
racial attitudés in such a way that it is 
bound to increase in intensity by fall. 

Basically, this comes down to a 
question of political Strategy, but there 
are others who view the issue as one of 
morality and as a threat to racial peace 
and progress. They make a persuasive 
case for the removal of the busing issue 
from the political campaign scene. 
“This argument-is-founded on several 
key. points, First, the busing issue is 
one that could be exploited by 
demagogues to heat up anti-black 
sentiments and thus shatter the very 
shakey racial peace that exists. If 
busing becomes an issue that splits 
the electorate into pro-and anti-busing 
camps. the result would be further frag- 
mentation of our society and greater ir- 
rationality, all atthe very moment when 
the~country is crying for unity and 
thoughtfulness. 

A look at who is bused and for what 
Purpose reveals that barely three per- 


‘cent of the nation’s twenty million 


children who are now bused to school 
are bused for reasons of desegregation. 
So the case against “massive busing” 
is really, dependent on distortion of the 
facts. and the manipulation of ill- 
founded fears and mythical stereo- 
types. These have no place in a cam- 
paign .in. which people should make 
RATIONAL CHOICES OF LEADER: 
SHIP.” 

Still another argument given by those 
who would like to.see a moratorium on 
the busing issue is that busing is a 
question of constitutional rights. The 
courts have ruled that segregation is 
unconstitutional and that busing is one 
acceptable means of desegregating the 
schools. Bs 


Black Culture In 


It has been said that there is a 
renaissance of Black cultural and 
political consciousness taking place in- 
side many prison walls among our in 
carcerated Black brothers. | am a wit- 
ness to that phenomenon. 

It was my good fortune to have 
visited Chillicothe Correctional In- 
stitute. where | was a guest speaker for 
the Black Culture and History Group 
there. The brothers of that group 
deeply impressed me with their spirit 
and knowledge of the great awakening 
taking place among Black people con- 
cerning thelr history. culture and pride. 
These brothers have turned their cells 
into studies. their prison into a univer- 
sity. One may wondgr. as |! listened and 
talked to the brothers, really which side 
of the prison.walls was the prison! | 
wonder because many of our Black 
people outside the prisons are in 
another prison if their minds are not 
free. 

As we spoke and talked together it 
became obvious that the only thing that 
separated us was the prison fence or 
wall: that Black people on the other 
side were in prison. too. But as we get 
our “minds together... discover who we 
are, become involved in preparing our- 
selves for the liberation struggle of all 
Black people. we will see, as one 
brother at the Institute wrote to me after 
my visit.“that the walls between both of 
our respective prisons are slowly crum- 
bling.” 

Martin Pressley. secretary of - the 
Black Culture and History Group at 
Chillicothe Correctional Institute, wrote 
me and said, ‘‘May we struggle together 
in helping build oneness and unity that 
we aS a people so desperately need.” 

Brother, Judah E! Shurney is the 
president of the Black Culture and 
History Group. He is a man well read 
and an exciting leader and teacher. It is 
his kind of leadership that is needed in 
the Black community as well as in the 
prisons. Whenever he is parolled or 
furloughed. he should be in demand by 
universities, churches, etc., because of 
the insightful and truthful message he 
has for all Black people. 


Although hé i§'in prison, | have made 
him a member of my Black Studies Ad- 
visory Committee at Denison Univer- 
sity. He may not be able to attend our 
meetings because he is in prison, but 
we will correspond with each other on 
important matters concerning decision- 
making. 

Thousands of our Black men are in- 
carcerated. We need them-to return to 
the Black community: our ,Black 
children need them; our Black women 
need them. We need them to help 
rebuild our communities. They are a 
source of unity and power and without 
them we have lost our troops for 
freedom, They are “more together’ 
than many of our brothers outside the 
prisons.

So a political campaign is not a place 


~ in which people's constitutional rights 


should be argued. Debates on whether 


, &@ segment of the population should or 


should not enjoy rights granted by the 
constitution to all, are legally and 
morally demeaning and have no place 
in a atmosphere so charged with 
emotion as an election campaign. 
Further, the issue is one for the 
courts. An election is not the place for 
a referendum on constitutional rights. 
The Constitution reserves these issues 
for the courts. Making busing a political 
hot potato undercuts the authority of 
the courts and, ultimately; the whole 
governmental ‘process. : 
The foes of busing are launching an 


attack on the guarantees of the Four- 


teenth Amendment, and insofar as they 
have been successful, they have under- 
mined much of the progress achieved 
so far. The prospect that the busing 
issue is a wedge to deprive black 
citizens of other recently-won rights is 
yet another reason advance for 
neutralizing it in the campaign. 


The prospect is excellent that the-on- 
Slaught against busing will be followed 
with attempts to suspend’ other con- 

* stitutional rights of black people. If the 
right to equal educational opportunity 
is successfully attacked, how long will 
“it be before the right to vote becomes.a 
target?-Rights related to housing, jobs, 
and access to public places will then 
be ripe for rollback and the country 
could well find itself in a system of in- 
Sstitutionalized apartheid, with all the 
implications for internal disruption and 
boodshed that implies. 


So many people :are coming to the 
conclusion that busing’ must be 
removed from the super-heated political 
arena this important election year. 
There is ample precedent for this 
view. During World War || and in the 
decade following it, both parties 
decided that politics stops at the 
“water's edge" and agree to remove 
foreign policy from the campaign 
areana because divisive debate might 
weaken the country's position in a 
tense international situation. The same 
good sense seems called for in relation 
to busing. 


Prison 
It was also beautiful to see the 
relationship between the Black 


prisoners and one of the few Black 
guards. A. Tyler is a “guard” and ad- 
visor to the Black Culture and History 
Group. He is not looked upon as a ty- 
pical “guard.” He is called a “brother”; 
he relateS to them as a brother. 
Indeed there are some break- 
throughs. Credit must also go to Frank 
H. Gray, superintentendent of the 
Chillicothe Correctional Institute, and 
to_Dr. Bennett J. Cooper,.director of the

Inmates Protect 
Prison Tactics, 
Say Action Racist | 


DEAR EDITOR: 

Ninety-one men were transferred 
from London Correctional Institution on 
July 28, 1972, to the Ohio Penitentiary. 
This was the conclusion of a peaceful 
sit-down strike. This in itself connotates 
something was, and still is amiss at 
London. The Governor of this state 
overtly proclaimed he welcomed 
(peaceful) protest. This protest was at 
no time anything other than peaceful, in 
fact, until the dorm guards amaligamat- 
ed with the inmates until the last 
minute. 


And then, suddenly, the doors open 


‘and the guards were ordered out, some ' 


of them as surprised as we were. In 
some instances before they cleared the 
door, in came the stormtroopers, other 


farmers, residing proxim lly to London 
and West JeNerson, with very little if 
any—qualificatfon in handling the 


machine guns, riot guns, gas grenades 
and launchers they carried. (They had 


no gas mask.) But at the same time two — 


State Patrol cars were outfront, men 
who were qualified to handle these 
automatic and high-powered weapons. 
| will repeat, this was a Peaceful 
Protest, no windows broken, or any 
other property damaged nor was. any 
vulgar language used by any inmate. 


They marched men to an outside area 
(at gunpoint), alined them along the 
fence and wall of the building. Picked 
out some they did not like and forced 
them on buses, then the superintendent 
and his associate came down the line 
asking those remaining did 
to work-@'go back to thé OP Ifa man 
said he would go back to work, the as- 
sociate superintendent used verbal 
abuse on him to provoke him. This pto- 
cedure was employed on all dorms ex- 
cept the Muslim Dorm. This.dorm

We were told the transfers were ad- 
ministrative, but at the same time we 
are being subjected to disciplinary ac- 
tions. Some men were not allowed to 
go toxthe Parole Board on Schedule, 
others had paroles revoked. 


One of the grievances at the time of 
the strike was the removal of an of- 
ficers, a Captain Kell, who previously 
struck an-inmate with his fist. The ad- 
ministration refused to discipline this 
man, they said he had been reprimand- 
ed, On the morning of the railroading, 
this same captain was the first man 
through the door with-a-shotgun. If-an 
inmate strikes an officers he is tried 
and sentenced to from 5 to 30 years 
Seemingly, because this man was black 
they took rio action. When Captain Kell 
was asked whe he hit this man, he 
said he did not remember, this in itself 


should bé evidence to sustain that this » 


man is either mentally ill or sadistically 
obsessed and in either case should not 
heve authority over human beings. 


Of the ninety-one men returning from 
London, eighty-two were black. All 


most all guards working at London are.. 
“trom that area. Earlier this week the Ku 


Klux Klan held_a rally in this state and it 
was held just outside London. Grand 
Dragon and all. London is on picnic for 
whites, not by. a long shot, but blacks 
really catch hell. Weare writing this let- 
ter appealing for help, help to defeat 
this racist, sadistic and corrupted 
system that is strangling all of us.

Qi, Over a year ago, | applied for

Is this 
true? 
A. It's possible. Under the new 


Federal law, a black lung Claim cannot 
be denied solely on the basis of an X- 
ray. You won't have to re-apply. The 
Social Security Administration is now 
reviewing all previously denied black 
lung applications. You'll be notified 
about how your application is-affected 
by the new law 

Q. When | got married recently | 
wrote ‘my new name on my gocial 
‘security card. Should | do’ anything 
else? 

A. Yes. You need to fill out a form to 
change your name on your social 
security record kept in Baltimore. 
Maryland. You can get the form from 
any social security office: After you 
send it to us, we'll mail you a new 
social security card showing your new 
name and the same number you were 
originally issued 

Q. | was hurt recently in an accident 
and I've been told I'll be off work for 
more than a year. | heard about 
disability payments from social 
security and also something about a 6- 
month waiting period. Should | wait 6 
months before applying? 

A. No. Although social security can- 
not pay disability benefits until the 7th 
month after the month in which a 
worker became disabled, you should 
not wait 6 months to apply. Apply im- 
mediately, so your claim can be 
processed. Then if you .are found 
eligible for-benefitss-your first monthly 
check .will, not-be delayed.

Should black Olympic athletes have 
taken part in a boycott if Rhodesia had 
been allowed to participate? Should 
discriminatioe..re. invoked against the 
innocent? 

Because we know so much about it, 
we should never take part in it. | speak 
of black American athletes. They 
should never impose the same privation 
on anyone which has made them and 
their people suffer so long. 

Rhodesia cannot be brought to her 
knees of submission to world opinion 
because of the barring against her 
athletes,- since she has withstood a 
condemnation of the UN and has suf- 
fered trade boycott. She remains 
adamant about an internal matter. The 
United States, likewise, has been 
severely criticized because of dis- 
crinination for years, but who was to 
protest American internal affairs by 
promulgating a boycott of American — 
athletes from the Olympics?

Some. diseases, such as diabetes, 
first show up during pregnancy, Con- 
ditions unknown to the mother, such’ 
as infections of the kidneys. or the 
bladder- may sUddenly flare up. Ex- 
cessive thirst, faintness and a strong 
and frequent need to urinate may be 
signs of these conditions, The symp- 
toms may be signs of only a minor 
disorder, but the doctor is the one who 
should ‘decide. 

Constipation is another common 
pregnancy complaint which should be 
brought to the doctor. He will be able to 
prescribe diet and, if necessary. 
medicines for the problem. 

As the baby takes up more space it 
presses on~ the -stomach _and-_other 
digestive organs, causing a variety of 
discomforts. For this distress. the doc- 
tor often advises the expectant mother 
to try eating several small meals in- 
stead of three large ones and tells her 
to avoid fatty and gas-forming foods 

Backache. caused by plain fatigue or 
increasing weight. can. often be 
relieved by posture exercises,-a special 
girdle to improve support and low- 
heeled shoes. 

Many pregnant women move less and 
sit more. This, and the pressure of the 
baby, may lead to a general slowing of 
circulation, particularly in the legs. 
leading in turn to the development of 
varicose veins. Lying down with your 
feet higher than your head may help. 

The expectant mother who notices 
changes, in her health and comfort 
should report them to her doctar as 
clearly as she can. The “healthy 
physical state’’ mentioned at the top of 
this column applies to 90 to 95 per cent 
of pregnancies ‘
